EXECUTIVE SUMMARY . At the above date, time, and location fourteen seminarians 
and five priests were in attendance at a pizza party during which some unsuitable 
and insensitive conversations occurred that were disturbing and offensive to several 
I seminarians in attendance, one of whom was teased about his past employment, 

| Said conversations included disparagement of some current and past priests, vulgar 
language, and reports of alleged past sex-related incidences. Five of the seminarians 
were interviewed and rendered very similar descriptions of the conversations. All 
were concerned about the impact their cooperation might have upon their vocation 
and hoped for future ordained careers and, consequently, prefer anonymity, 
j Because the incident was not a seminary function and occurred at a diocesan 
church, this report and the matter it relates are being referred to the diocese for its 

adjudication. 


April 12: The formation team received second-hand information about a gathering Oi seminarians at Ss. 
Peter & Paul Church (Hamburg) the evening before, during which it is alleged that certain priests told 

sex-related stories. 

April 15: It is learned that several seminarians in attendance were disturbed by the alleged stories. 
Discussion between president-rector, vice-president, and myself determines that the matter should be 
further investigated by one of the designated report-takers/investigators, specifically, myself.

- Reference to this romantically interested priest during the gathering led to two other 
priests reporting similar pursuits by the same priest.
